Election/Restrictions 
DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45, drawn to automotive protective device, 
classified in class 442, subclass 286. 

II. Claims 11 -20, 30-36 and 46-52, drawn to the method of making, classified in 
class 427 in various subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant 
case the cavities could be formed by heat sealing two fabrics layers in the desired areas and 
then coating or laminating the polyurethane and/or polymeric layers onto the finished cut 
and sewn airbag***. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Joseph Catanzaro on 10/04/2001 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 
1-10, 21-29 and 37-45. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to 
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this Office action. Claims 11-20, 30-36 and 46-52 are withdrawn from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. The preliminary amendment updating the continuity data on the first page of the 
specification, the IDS's dated 03/24/2003, 07/03/2002 and supplemental declaration, and 
change in power of attorney have all been entered. 

Specification 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too long. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b). 

7. The uses of Trademarks/Tradenames have been noted throughout this application. 
The specific name/mark should be in ALL CAPS, followed by either a trademark or 
copyright symbol and be accompanied by the generic terminology. All three criteria must 
be met. Although the use of Trademarks/Tradenames is permissible in patent applications, 
the proprietary nature of the marks/names should be respected and every effort made to 
prevent their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as a trademark or 
tradename. To describe physical or other properties of material by mere use of trademark is 
objectionable since it has tendency to make trademark descriptive of product rather than 
leaving trademark to serve its traditional purpose, which is to identify product's source of 
origin. 

8. Please update the status of applications that are listed throughout the specification as 
many of them have matured into Patents or have been abandoned. 

Double Patenting 

9. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
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possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Lonsi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ.761 (CCPA 1982); In re Voge/, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorin$ton, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

10. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 35-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of 9-40 
copending Application No. 10/232210. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one 
another. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

11. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10, 21-29 
and 35-45 of copending Application No. 09/956640. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because they appear to be obvious 
variants of one another. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

12. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 35-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12, 23-31, 
39-48 of copending Application No. 10/038,207. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because they appear to be obvious 
variants of one another. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

13. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of 
copending Application No. 10/039692. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one 
another. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

14. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 and 47- 
64 of copending Application No. 09/956639. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because they appear to be obvious variants 
of one another. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
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15. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-27 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,458,724. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one another. 

16. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,350,709. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one another. 

17. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-35 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,455,449. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one another. 

18. Claims 1-10, 21-29 and 37-45 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,239,046. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because they appear to be obvious variants of one another.
